Nation Tense, Ships 
Planes Go To Rescue 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) - Astronaut Scott 
Carpenter was picked up by para-medic rescuers 
shortly before 3 p.m. today from a life raft beside his 
Aurora-7 spacecraft after orbiting the earth three 
times. 
A rescue plane had sighted Carpenter in the 
raft after he overshot his re-entry area and was 
temporarily lost at sea an estimated 200 miles east 
of his projected landing point near Grand Turk 
Island. 
The 37-year-old astronaut was completing an 
epochal, fact - finding mission expected to lead to 
longer flights by other astronauts later this year. 
Carpenter rose into the sky at 7:45 a.m. EST af­ 
ter the smoothest countdown in the history of the 
Mercury man-in-space program. 
There was a moment during his second orbit 
when ground monitors feared it might be necessary 
to limit his flight to two orbits. 
This fear wan cawed by indication* that the fuel 
Mipply for the spacecraft's Jet controls was being used

Carpenter immediately began ex­ 
ercising the spacecraft’s controls, 
maneuvering the little cabin to 
face this way and that in space. 
This is standard pilot training 
practice. Scott reported the con­ 
trols were working fine. 
Seven minutes after liftoff Car­ 
penter oriented his craft so he 
could see the empty Atlas booster 
passing into orbit beneath him. 
This was part of a test to deter­ 
mine whether pilots can estimate 
relative positions of objects in or­ 
bit in order to perform coupling 
operations when space rendezvous 
techniques are attempted in later 
flights.

Red Chinese Refugees 
Cleared To Come To U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
United States today rushed ar­ 
rangements to bring several thou 
sand Red Chinese refugees to this 
country from Kong Kong starting 
in about two weeks 
The action was announced by 
President Kennedy at his news 
conference Wednesday 
Administration officials said the 
U S. step was carefully chosen to 
help relieve suffering but without 
encouraging more mainland Chi­ 
nese to flee, which would create 
grave problems for jammed Brit­ 
ish Hong Kong and possibly lead 
to border violence.
